WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Senators Gor- 


man, Ransom, White, Cockrell, Vilas, 
Gray, Walthall and Blackburn, the 
committee appointed to wait on Sec- 
retary Carlisle and submit to him prop- 
ositions looking to a compromise, re- 
mained In executive session with him 
at the treasury from 3 o'clock until 
4:30. 
Mr. Gorman was the first to 


leave. 


Mr. Carlisle was seen after his sena- 


torial visitors had departed anil stated 
that he had nothing whatever to com- 
municate as to the nature of their call 
or its result. The visiting senators 
and ambassadors returned to the capi- 
tol in straggling order, some of them 
first calling at the White House. Sen- 
ators Camden, Harris and Jones, of 
Arkansas, subsequently held a long 
consultation with Mr. Cockrell. 


So far as could be ascertained nothing 


definite had been accomplished. Mr. 
Carlisle, it is said, was unyielding 
in the original stand taken by him in 
favorof unconditional repeal. No com- 
promise was agreed upon last night, 
but it was intimated that another con- 
ference would be held this morning. 
The belief exists in the minds of the 
caucus committee that the administra- 
tion will concede a repeal, to take ef- 
fect at a future date, and that was one 
of the contentions discussed for some 
time. 


The repeal men want the time fixed 


for January, or at the latest July 1, 
1895, while the more conservative sil- 
ver men want it to extend to January 
1, 18UO, as fixed in Mr. Quay's pioposed 
amendment. 


The extremists insibt that repeal 


shall not take effect until after the 
closcof thisadministiation,the amount 
of silver purchases being reduced in 
the meantime to $2,000,000 worth each 
month 


A representative southern silver sena- 


tor said last evening, after the com- 
mittee returned, that if they could get 
nothing better they would accept July 
1,1896, but pointed out that this was 
bad politics 
The statement had been 


made, he said, that the administration 
would favor silver legislation if this 
bill had been repealed and democratic 
repealers had expressed tlieir in- 
tention to assist in enacting such 
legislation 
With 
the

ures would be introduced, and before

their form* position of being ready to 
vote for unconditional repeal, and de- 
clined to state their views upon any 
compromise so long as it was an intan- 
gible thing. "If the democrats came 
together and agreed among them- 
twlvea," laid one of the eastern repub- 
licans, a senator known for his politi- 
cal astuteness, "they could pass the 
bill without the assistance of the re- 
publicans."

A DESPERATE RIOT 


Between Striking Coal Miners and 


Squad ot Determined Police. 


LONDON, Oct. 
29 —Two thousan 


striking miners attacked the Sutto 
leath collieries at St. Helens, count 
of Lancashire, yesterday 
They drov 


away the mine officers, broke the ma 
chinery at the shafts and split up th 
wagons. When the police arrived the 
miners had armed themselves with 
wheel spokes, stones and pieces of 
broken machinery. The police charged, 
clubbing- the men right and left. The 
mob suriounded them, stoned and beat 
;hcm and finally drove them back, car- 
rying with them three wounded. The 
police charged twice more before the 
itrikers would yield. They caught ten 
of the men most conspicuous in lead- 
ing the mob and locked them up at St 
Helens. 


Four policemen and three miners 


were wounded severely and several 
more on either side received serious in- 
juries.

Count 
Kalnoky, minister of foreign affairs 
and of the imperial house or the whole 
monarchy, and Count Taafe visited 
Emperor Francis Joseph Wednesday, 
and it Is reported submitted their resig- 
nation to him. Zaleski and Steinbach 
and all the German members of tha 
left reject the franchise bill and com- 
ment upon the government's action 
with indignation. 
On Monday the 


emperor received a deputation of Bo- 
hemian nobles who protested against 
the bill. The Poles wrll probably is- 
sue a protest to-day. 


President Chlumecky of the lower 


house had an audience with Emperor 
Francis Joseph in Buda Pesth this 
evening and presented his resignation. 
His reason for wishing to retire is that 
the German liberals have placed him 
in an exceedingly difficult position 
since the introduction of the electoral 
reform bllL 


The emperor refused to accept the 


resignation. 


Count Taafe assured Chlumecky of his 


readiness to abandon the bill, and the 
emperor consented to a disolution of 
the reichsrath in the event that the 
coercion policy of Bohemia should be 
rejected. 


The cabinet crisis is believed to have 


been averted for the present. Whether 
the suffrage bill has been amended per- 
manently or only temporarily is not 
known.

Boyally Entertained *>T the Municipal 
Authorities. 


PAEIB, Oct. a).—The Russians were

Neither World'* Fair Nor American Fall 


in Jackeon Park Next Summer. 


CHICAOO, Oot. 30.—There will be 


neither a World's fair or an Ameri- 
can fair in Jackson park next sum- 
mer. 
The exposition will not be pro- 


longed another year. All doubt was 
settled about it last night at a meet- 
ing between the members of the dem- 
olition committee of the exposition and 
the South park board of commission- 
ers 
They agreed that the fair should 


officially end. October 80. The mem- 
bers of the South park board an- 
nounced that

would insist 


upon the Exposition company car- 
rying out the terms of its ordinance.

furnace, and when sufficiently heated1 
taken up to tbe rolls, lengthened and 
cut by shears into proper lengths, 
piled up, and transferred to the balling 
furnace again; when heated it was 
passed through the rolls, back again 
into the balling furnace, and when' 
duly brought to the proper pitch was 
taken to the rolls and made into a 
thorough good bar. 


Such is tho history in connection 


with the forge department 
It was 


then taken to the mills and rolled till 
it was supposed to be thinner than 33 
grains, afterward passed through the 
cold mills to give it the necessary 
polish, and it stands on record as the 
thinnest sheet of iron ever rolled. The 
sheet in question was 10x5% inches, or 
55 inches in surface, and-weighed'but 
20 grains, which, being brought to -the 
standard of 8x5K inches, or 44 surface' 
inches, is but 16 grains, fcr 30 per cent 
less than any previous effort, and re- 
quired at least 4,800 to make one inch 
in thickness.—Paper Maker's Journal.

The location of the wreck is a deso-.
